The fight at Washington over whether or not 
thi«country will keep an embargo against foreign 
dyes, which means, German made dyes, was em­ 
phasized lately by the passage by the American 
Chemical society of a strong resolution favoring 
such mi embargo. 
As the resolution sets 
the 
question fairly before the people at large it te 
gi ven as follows: 
Believing in the incalcuable peace time 
benefit which accrues from the develop­ 
ment of the science of organic chemistry 
and its application in medicine, agriculture 
and the industries connected with foods, 
jewels, textiles and dyes.

And realising the great role that organic 
chesistry has played in the development 
of chemical warfare, we call the attention 
of this nation to the grave crisis which 
threatens our organic chemical industry- 
In spite of the tremendous strides made 
£ rdurifig the past five years in the United 
S utes, this important industry is still cen­ 
tered in Germany. Other nations have al­ 
ready sought to safeguard its future in 
their countries by appropriate legislation. 
America stands hesiUnt. 
Progress 
has 
been cheeked and indeed the very industry 
is threatened with destruction. Two agen­ 
cies will be determinative in averting this 
disaster: 
the approaching international 
«inference on disarmament and the Con- „ 
gresB of the United States.
